4. It is requested that^ If possible^ tbs undersigned 
bo ftxmisbed for this purpose with two or throw exsaples 
where wo bars succeeded In ascertaining details as to 
tbs size sod scope of foreign Intelligence organizations 
or operations through knowledge of their ap p ropri at l am 
or nnwberw of personnel enqployed., It may be that such 
oxgqplagr.would only indicate a knowledge of a part of 
such foreign intelligence organisations, but even so 
that »rniid be helpful. In furnishing such information, 
the name of the country concerned should be left blank 
or described as "a European country" or "a South Ameri- 
can country". 


5. Section 6(b) of coir proposed bill taJaos excep- 
tion frcni the proTislcca of law which prohibit exchange 
of funds by any diatxira.lng officer other than exchange 
of gold, silver or U* S. Sotaa. This section allows for 
manipulations In foreign currency and should bo backed 
up by tro or three examples from wartime experiences 
which are no longer considered terribly "hot**. 


6. It la also felt that the Director should bo 
supplied with two or throe obsolete gadgets either in 
the nature of trick fountain pens, trick cameras or other 
toys which wrold bo effective as exhibits indicating the 
a peel all red nature of certain of our procure m ents .
